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Lawton takes aim at coaching victory No. 500 


Concordia University women’s hockey coach Les Lawton builds on his legendary status by tak- 
ing aim at his 500th career coaching victory this month. Lawton currently has a record of 499-157-63. 

This milestone will almost certainly be reached at an away game as the team now has con- 
secutive road games scheduled. The itinerary is as follows: @ UQTR on Friday, Feb. 7 at 8 p.m. and 
@ Ottawa on Sunday, Feb. 9 at 2 p.m. 

Lawton will become the third Canadian university hockey coach to reach this prestigious mile- 
stone, joining the University of Alberta’s Clare Drake and Concordia’s own Paul Arsenault who 
recorded his 500th victory on Feb. 3, 1984. Lawton, however, is the first women’s coach to join the 
500 club. 

The coach, who is affectionately known as the Dean of Women’s Hockey, stands alone in his 
achievements in women’s hockey. Karen Hughes from University of Toronto may have 300 victories 
(exact stats not available), while south of the border John Marchetti from Providence College retired 
with 292 victories to his credit to lead the American college ranks.
